A TEAM of river 
rafters have been 
praised for rescu¬ 
ing a rival paddler 
after she was 
knocked uncon¬ 
scious by a water 
bomb. 

The dramatic res¬ 
cue took place during 
Sunday’s traditional 
Ely Aquafest raft race 
on the River Ouse - 
the main attraction of 
the 30-year-old sum¬ 
mer festival. 

It began when a spec¬ 
tator hurled a missile at 
the crew of the Outlaws, 
a country and western 
club, knocking a woman 
unconscious and into the 
water. 

But help was at hand 
from a rival boat crew 
who abandoned their 
chance of glory in the 
charity race to help their 
stricken rival. 

In front of hundreds of 
shocked spectators, the 
team helped to drag 
Dawn Macintosh to dry 
land, where she was 
revived with the help of 
paramedics from St John 
Ambulance. 

Her team mates said 
she was shaken but 
unhurt by the incident. 

Stuart Birt, secretary 


of the Outlaws, praised 
the selfless actions of the 
unknown raft team, 
saying: “We would like to 
thank the crew who 
abandoned their race to 
assist our crew when one 
of them was rendered 


unconscious. We would 
also like to thank the St 
John Ambulance team 
and the organisers of 
Aquafest 2008 for their 
help and support.” 

The incident has raised 
fears about safety in the 


raft race, which is well- 
known for its madcap 
chaos and fun on the river, 
particularly the practice of 
throwing water and flour 
bombs at the raft teams as 
they pass under Babylon 
Bridge. 


But Eric Grant, spokes¬ 
man for the Ely Rotary 
Club, which organises the 
event, said there was no 
question of stopping the 
massively popular river 
race.

Jail for woman 
who ran brothel

A MASSEUSE who ran a 
brothel from a city flat 
has been jailed for a total 
of 15 months. 

The game was up for 
Shanghai-born Keqi Wu - also 
known as Chi Chi or Jessica - 
when the sex trade premises at 
Lantern Court, in Ely, were 
raided by police. 

At the time of the raid, on 
August 1 last year, a Chinese 
girl was “working” at the flat 
and items linked to prosti¬ 
tution - including large 
numbers of condoms - were 
found there, Cambridge Crown 
Court heard. 

A Chinese man was also on 
the premises at the time of the 
raid, which was part of a 
nationwide initiative to crack 
down on people-trafficking 
linked to prostitution. 

The same man was found 
during a raid at another 
brothel in Norwich a week 
later, where 42-year-old Wu was 
also discovered, Sally Hickling, 
for the prosecution, told the 
court. 

Paperwork - including bank 
accounts which showed credits

of £81,000 in 2007 alone - linked 
Wu to the Lantern Court 
address. 

Wu, who had spent a total of 
£35,000 advertising her 12-hour 
a day “massage businesses” in 
Ely and Norfolk, also owned a 
nail parlour. 

Wu, a qualified masseuse 
and beautician who had 


previously lived in Australia 
and had been married to a 
doctor, admitted two charges of 
managing the two brothels. 

She claimed the businesses 
had begun legitimately but the 
girls, working on a self- 
employed basis, began provi¬ 
ding sex for customers as a 
means of making extra money 

Roger Harrison, represent¬ 
ing Wu, told the court: “These 
were free, adult women. What 
began to happen, bit by bit, 
was that they began providing 
sexual services. And, bit by bit, 
Ms Wu turned a blind eye. 

“There was no question of 
exploitation here. These were 
independent, free adults happy 
to perform the services they 
did and the businesses were 
partly developed through the 
insistence of the clients”. 

Wu provided the premises, 
housekeeping and advertising 
and took a cut of the takings, 
but did not offer sex herself, 
the court was told. 

Wu is one of three Chinese 
women charged with keeping 
brothels in Cambridgeshire. A 
Proceeds of Crime hearing will 
be held at a later date to 
determine by how much she 
benefited from the enterprise, 
and how much can be confis¬ 
cated.

The raft race was won by 
the Thorlabs number 13 team 
from Ely Business Park who 
travelled the distance from 
Lavender Field to the Cutter 
and back in 8 minutes 21 
seconds, followed closely by 
DON 2, entered by the waste 
disposal firm Donarbon, in 8 
minutes 57 seconds, and third 
was DON 1, from the same 
firm, in 9 minutes 18 seconds. 

There was also a present¬ 
ation to the “Most Spec¬ 
tacular” entry, which was 
Clean Team from Mildenhall, 
craft number 2, organised by 
Richard Hunt.

Firm will bring own staff, 
so not create 1,000 jobs 


Sir, I am writing to express my 
disagreement with the article which 
appeared in the Weekly News - “Hi¬ 
Tech Centre will create 1,000 jobs” - 
about a software business centre to 
be built on Elean Data Campus. This 
will entail 65,000 sq ft data storage 
centre on the old Mepal airfield 
together with a 400-home “eco-town” 
for workers due to follow on a nearby 
site. 

Developers Lasercharm have already 
been given planning permission for the 
centre after East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s planning chief 
bypassed a vote by their committee 
after extensive consultation with the 
nearby villages of Mepal, Witcham and 
Sutton without yielding any objection 
from the public. 

It’s come to my attention that this is 
the first article showing a business

KIND-HEARTED resi¬ 
dents have been praised 
by the grandparents of 
two boys orphaned by the 
sudden death of their 
mother 

Marjorie and Barry Green 
say they have been over¬ 
whelmed by the kindness of 
people in Ely who have raised 
more than £1,200 for a fund to 
help their grandchildren, 
Garath, 10, and Conner 
Browning, seven. 

The St John’s Primary School 
pupils were orphaned by the 
death of their mother, scientist 
Brenda Browning, 41, who died 
of blood poisoning at Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital on April 27 - 
just hours after collapsing in 
front of her home in Longfields, 
Ely 

Their father, Nigel, died two 
years ago. 

Brenda’s mother Marjorie, 62, 
who is looking after the boys 
with her husband, said: “We 
have been overwhelmed by the 
kindness shown by everyone 
who has contributed to the 
fund.

Obese kids to get 
fat-fighting Tsar 


A CHILDHOOD 
obesity “tsar” is set 
to be appointed in 
East Cambridge¬ 
shire. 

The fitness advisor 
will oversee the fight 
against bulging waist¬ 
lines of the district’s 
children, who are some 
of the most overweight 
in the UK. 

The Obesity Tsar will 
also train teachers, 
youth workers, teaching 
assistants and other 
professionals working 
with children on how to 
promote fitness, healthy 
eating and exercise in 
the lives of children. 

If approved by coun¬ 
cillors at a meeting on 
July 17, the post will be 
funded for two years by 
a £32,000 Government 
grant and will be run by 
the Cambridgeshire Pri¬ 
mary Care Trust. 

Funding for the Heal¬ 
thy Children, Healthy 
Weight project was dis¬ 
cussed on Monday at a 
meeting of East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District 
Council’s External Part¬ 
nership Review Comm¬ 
ittee, which is 
allocating £1.4 million 
of Government cash to 
various community 
projects.

Councillor Ron Brad- 
ney, the committee’s 
vice-chairman, said: 
“Our children are 
among the heaviest in 
the region and we need 
to make them more 
healthy and active. 

“We need to get every¬ 
one in our community 
moving - from primary 
school children and 
teenagers to adults and 
pensioners - and this 
project is an excellent 
start. 

“It’s not a grand, 
headline-grabbing 
initiative - it starts 
from grass roots levels 
and helps those work¬ 
ing with children to 
make them more active. 

“It’s something I will 
be championing as it’s 
vital we look after the 
health of our children 
and avoid the conse¬ 
quences of obesity 
when they become ad¬ 
ults.” 

Government statis¬ 
tics from the National 
Child Measurement 
Programme, which 
weighed and measured 
80 per cent of children 
in their first and last 


years of primary 
school, showed a third 
of 10 and 11 year olds in 
East Cambridgeshire 
and Fenland were obese 
or overweight. 

And nearly one in 
four children aged four 
to five already needed to 
shed a few pounds. 

Steve Thornley, the 
council’s head of 
corporate strategy, said: 
“By catching children 
early, we can stop them 
becoming overweight. 

“Studies show that if 
we wait for them to 
become obese adults, it 
is much harder to 
change their attitudes 
and lifestyle. 

“The project is all 
about setting up a 
programme that will 
improve training for 
professionals dealing 
with children, who can 
make a difference to 
these children’s lives.” 

Other projects due to 
be approved at the July 
17 meeting include an 
anti-graffiti and fly¬ 
tipping officer, a survey 
of the proposed Ely 
County Park, a dep¬ 
ression support officer 
and a scheme to help 
victims of domestic 
abuse.

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Parents rally in 
nursery defence 


PARENTS have hit 
back at inspectors 
who branded a 
nursery’s educa¬ 
tion standards “in¬ 
adequate”. 

The Little Ted’s Day 
Nursery was handed a 
“notice to improve” by 
Ofsted last week after 
inspectors found sev¬ 
eral failings at the pre¬ 
school in Chewells 
Lane, Haddenham, near 
Ely, during their visit in 
June. 

The nursery was 
criticised for its poor 
quality of teaching and 
a lack of interesting 
learning activities. 

Staff were also 
slammed for their “lack 
of knowledge” about 
the pre-school curricu¬ 
lum and their poor 
lesson planning. 

But parents are 
furious about the 
report’s findings and 
have inundated the 
Weekly News office 
with phone calls, emails 
and letters saying the 
inspectors have got it 
wrong. 

Anthony and Mich¬ 
elle Clark, of Cherry 
Orchard, Haddenham, 
emailed the Weekly 
News, saying: “We

could not be happier 
with our son’s care. 

“He comes home 
proud to tell us all the 
interesting activities he 
has been doing. We 
strongly feel Ofsted 
Inspectors did not see 
what the nursery is 
truly like.” 

Vikki George-Hutt, of 
Perry Close, Hadden¬ 
ham, also wrote with 
her husband Haydn to 
support Little Ted’s. 

She said: “I have 
found all the staff to be 
friendly, caring and 
qualified. 

“As parents it is very 
difficult to leave your 
child with someone else 
while you attend work, 
but the team at Little 
Ted’s Day Nursery have 
made it much easier. 

“It makes a difference 
knowing that our child 
is going to be well 
looked after, continued 
to be taught right from 
wrong, while learning 
the necessary skills to 
help her in the future 

“We are not Ofsted 
inspectors, but we are 
parents and if we did 


not have the confidence 
in the nursery and its 
staff we would not be 
continuing to send our 
child there.” 

Another parent, Peter 
Jackson, from Hadden¬ 
ham, also blasted 
several of the report’s 
findings, particularly 
the claim that be¬ 
haviour control tech¬ 
niques were an issue. 

He said: “The report 
says it is wrong for staff 
to tell children to sit 
quietly and wait. 

“If you are not 
allowed to tell children 
what to do it’s no 
wonder that we have so 
many problems with 
unruly teenagers run¬ 
ning riot in our 
streets.” 

Nursery owner Heidi 
Clayton said: “We have 
had a number of letters 
here supporting us and 
saying they will be 
writing to Ofsted too. 

“They feel our work 
here is brilliant and we 
did not deserve this 
report. 

“We feel Ofsted 
should have spoken to 
more of the parents 
who overwhelmingly 
support us.”

A HISTORIC church hall will be 
demolished after councillors 
rejected a last-gasp bid to save it 
from the bulldozers. 

St Andrew’s Church Hall in Soham’s 
High Street will be knocked down in the 
next few weeks after members of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
planning committee voted by eight to 
two to allow 13 homes to be built on the 
site. 

It followed emotional pleas by 
members of the Soham Community 
Hall Trust, who have fought a long- 
running campaign to preserve the 80- 
year-old hall for the people of Soham. 

Trust chairman John Palmer said: 
“Why destroy this period of history and 
heritage for the sake of nine houses and 
four flats?” 

Liz Jugg, the trust’s secretary, told 
councillors: “The need for public space 
and facilities should be of prime 
importance if we want to achieve a 
prosperous town centre. 

“Are we willing to sacrifice our 
prosperity for such a small 
development?” 

Councillor Derrick Beckett also ques¬ 
tioned the wisdom of devoting a busy 
High Street site to housing, saying “It’s 
astounding that a site of prime 
importance in Soham could be con¬ 
sidered for anything but commercial 
use.” 

But the Reverend Tim Alban-Jones, 
vicar at St Andrew’s Church, said the 
sale of the dilapidated hall would not be 
a loss to the town. 

He said: “I do not think the town folk 
of Soham care if we sell it or not. 

“I do not believe the church hall is 
wanted, loved or used. It has not been 
well-used for 10 years and probably 
nearer 20 years. 

“There are far nicer places for people 
to hold events in the town - in excess of 
20 venues. 

“It is not commercially viable to save 
the hall - the building needs to be 
pulled down as I believe it is unsafe. 
The fantastic St Andrew’s Church 
should be our concern and we have a 
£300,000 bill for the church roof and we 
hope the sales of church hall will go 
towards this.” 

He said the £500,000 deal with 
developer Amber Housing would also 
fund renovations to install toilets and a 
meeting room in the church. 

The decision to approve planning 
permission for the 13 homes will now be 
referred to the council’s planning 
officer, who will iron out details 
relating to a section 106 agreement, 
which is likely to see Amber Housing 
donate £20,000 to improve play equip¬ 
ment in Soham. 

The 1928 building has been redundant 
for about 10-15 years, only being used as 
a store room for an auction house until 
2005.

Practice environmental awareness from home 


NOW is a great time to 
get out in the garden and 
enjoy the sunshine and it 
is also a perfect time to 
take up home com¬ 
posting. 

There are hundreds of 
excellent reasons for 
composting at home, but many 
people are simply unaware that 
this is one of the easiest ways 
they can help the environment 
in their own daily life. 

Each year two wheelbarrow 
loads of organic waste are 
produced for every person in 
England. That’s enough 
organic waste annually to fill 
the Royal Albert Hall more 
than 400 times over. This waste 
can be recycled in to nutrient- 
rich compost for use for all 
manner of plants in gardens up 
and down the country 

It is not just garden 
trimmings that can be 
composted. A staggering third 
of a household’s waste can be 
composted at home and that 
can make a huge difference to 
the amount of waste which is 
sent to landfill sites each year. 
When organic waste is sent to 
landfill it gets buried under 
other waste and decomposes 
without oxygen, producing the 
powerful greenhouse gas, 
methane. However, when the 
same waste is composted at 
home it breaks down with 


oxygen and no methane is 
emitted By composting at home 
you also cut down on the 
amount of energy used 
annually on transporting 
domestic waste to landfill sites 
all over the country and get free 
fertilser for use on plants and 
gardens. 

All you need to start 
composting at home is a 
compost bin - discounted bins 
are available from 
www.recyclenow. com/compost 
Just input your postcode to see 
which compost bins are 
available in your area. Once 
you’ve purchased a bin you 
need to site it somewhere easily 
accessible in the garden, 
preferably directly on the earth 
so worms can find their way 
into the bin. 

Filling up the bin is simple. 
Many people who already home 
compost are unaware of the 
variety of items that can be 
recycled by home composting. 
Uncooked fruit and vegetable 
peelings from the kitchen can 
go straight in to the compost 
bin, as well as dead flowers and 
plant prunings. 

In order to create a balanced 
compost, you need to ensure 
that you mix these ‘greens’ 
with equal amounts of fibrous 
‘browns’ like scrunched up 
cereal boxes, insides of toilet 
rolls or shredded paper. The 
perfect mix of green and brown 


items create an environment 
where microbes can break 
down the mix of organic waste 
naturally into a rich dark 
compost for use on plants and 
gardens. Other items you might 
not have thought you could 
compost include: 

■ Egg shells; 

■ Tea bags; 

■ Coffee grounds; 

■ Dog hair; 

■ Hamster bedding 

■ The contents of your vacuum 
cleaner. 

If you want to cut down on 
the number of trips you make 
to the bin, it would be worth 
getting a composting caddy for 
your home. You can use the 
caddy to store up biodegradable 
household waste such as 
vegetable peelings but you need 
only empty it into your 
compost bin when it is 
convenient. You can buy 
compost caddies from many 
retailers and the Recycle Now 
website, or alternatively you 
can just use an old ice cream 
tub. 

Home compost is a product 
that will help your garden and 
the environment as a whole - 
putting valuable nutrients back 
into the soil and helping 
gardens to look healthier and 
more beautiful.

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Drink-driver 
ploughed dad’s 
car into ditch 


A DRINK-DRIVER 
who took his fath¬ 
er’s car and career¬ 
ed around the 
countryside in it 
despite not having 
had a single driving 
lesson has been 
fined £250.

He was discovered by 
police sitting next to the 
upturned car on Witch- 
ford Road at 2.30am, 
telling them: “My dad 
will be mad when he 
finds out”, Ely Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court heard. 

It followed his decision 
to pinch his dad’s car 
keys from their family 
home in Cherry Orch¬ 
ard, Haddenham, despite

never having taken a 
driving test or even a 
lesson. 

Matthew Bradney, 
prosecuting, told the 
court how officers saw 
Minett was hopelessly 
drunk as soon as they 
met him at the crash 
scene. 

He said: “He was not 
able to stand up without 
swaying. He said: ‘I have 
drunk drove - arrest 
me’. When asked how 
drunk he was on a scale 
of one to 10, he said he 
was a 10. 

“He said he had 
stumbled home from a 
party and took the car 
keys off the rack. 

“The next thing he 
knew his feet were wet 
and he was in the ditch.” 

Mr Bradney added: 
“He did not know why he 
did it, but said he had 


never done anything like 
that before.” 

Minett’s breath test 
was more than twice the 
legal limit, measuring 79 
micrograms in 100ml of 
breath against the legal 
limit of 35. 

He pleaded guilty to 
drink-driving, driving 
without insurance and 
without a licence. 

He apologised for his 
behaviour. 

Banning him from 
driving for two years, 
chairman of the bench 
Dr Christine Shaw said: 
“You were on the road 
without ever having a 
lesson, blind drunk at 
2.30 in the morning - you 
were a danger to anyone 
on that road. 

“I doubt your father 
was very impressed by 
this. It is fortunate that 
you did not end up dead 
or injured in a ditch.” 

Minett was also fined 
£250 and ordered to pay 
£60 costs and a £15 
victim surcharge.

The quality is there. 
Honda has always been 
recognised as making 
superb engines and 
packaging them into some 
very desirable cars. And the 
pricing takes it into the 
status car level, starting at 
£19,260 on the road for the 
entry level ES Saloon and 
running up to £24,560 for the 
GT level Tourer. 

Much of what appears on 
the car depends on whether 
you have chosen the 
Advanced Navigation Pack 
or the ADAS pack which 
concerns itself with safety, 
including getting you and 
the car ready for a crash if 
it thinks one is coming. 

Frankly I did not get into 
the voice-operated 

navigation system nor the 
Bluetooth-linked phone and 
accessory system. Life is too 
short and my experience of 
many Bluetooth systems is 
that they may work for 
other people but not for 
me. So it was with 
interest that I went out 
with one of Honda’s 
technical people to see 
how the car would pick 
up the white lines on 
either side of your lane, 
and prepare itself for a 
crash. 

It was unable to find 
the white lines 
apparently because it 
was raining, and it 
ignored the wall of foam 
rubber blocks ahead of 
us, presumably because 
it wasn’t in the mood. If 
it had found the white 
lines it would have 
given us an audible 
warning if we were 
drifting towards them. 
And later in the day it 
did recognise the wall 
ahead, braked, 

tightened the seats belts 
and beeped hysterically. 

A source of great 
comfort. 

But if we forget all 
this playstuff from 
clever Japanese 

engineers who, I think, 
are largely doing things 
simply because they 
can, the new Accord 
comes across as a very 
desirable car. It handles 
brilliantly and has a 
deep quality feel to all 
the controls. I know the 
wipers work well 
because it poured with 
rain all the time I was 
driving it in Scotland 
and the car is capable of 
cornering reassuringly 


in the wet road conditions. 

The interior is roomy and 
plushily comfortable. There 
is the sort of space at the 
rear that upmarket people 
expect for their legs. And if 
you are in a mood to listen 
to your iPod, or talk hands 
free on the phone or play 
with gadgetry then the 
Accord is for you. A Tourer 
(or estate car) version is due 
out later in the year. I have 
seen a specimen of it and if 
the present Accord just isn’t 
roomy enough then it will 
certainly be worth waiting 
for.

Older cars make sense 


CAMPAIGNING motoring 
association, GEM Motoring 
Assist (GEM), which looks 
after the interests of all road 
users, says the Government is 
wrong if it persists with plans 
to penalise drivers of older 
cars with higher taxes. 

“Quite simply the economics don’t 
add up,” says chief executive of GEM, 
David Williams. “There is no reason 
why a properly maintained vehicle 
that is putting on a few years and 
miles and is driven with care and 
consideration should be any more 
polluting than a modern vehicle. If the 
economists were to look at the cost 
and energy that is wasted in scrapping 
and disposing of perfectly good, if 
mature, cars and the massive use of 
resources it takes to build a new car 
the equation would be very different.” 

David said that smokers understood 
the rationale of this type of thinking. 
“In the old days a cigarette lighter 
lasted for life, was refillable and had a 
solid metal body with replaceable 
flints that just went on and on. Now we 
litter our streets and fill our waste 
bins with cheap disposable lighters 
that have to be recycled in some way 
or go to land fill. This throwaway 
society is really a retrograde step. We 
don’t mend shoes any more or darn 
socks. Now those that manage society 
have decided to pick on cars.” 

He says that cars are getting bigger, 
wider and sometimes heavier with 
every replacement model that is 
launched. “Just look at a typical 
family hatch-back like the VW Golf 
that has really 
plumped up since 
its early lean 
beginnings,” said 
David. 

He explains: 

“Because we have 
the room in these 
fat new vehicles 
we also tend to 
carry around un¬ 
necessary items 
and never clear 
out boots. This 
can dramatically 
add to a car’s 
weight and make 
it drink fuel.” 

GEM claims 
there are plenty of 
examples where 
owners of older 
cars are extra 
careful about 
maintenance as 
they wish to keep 
the vehicle run¬ 
ning sweetly and 
with a simpler 
construction will 
often lift the 
bonnet and check 
things out 

themselves. The 
organisation, that 
has more than 
60,000 members 
and was founded 
three quarters of 
a century ago, 
claims drivers of 
aging vehicles 
often motor with 
great care and 
avoid dramatic 
acceleration and 
braking that puts 
too much pressure 
on their favoured 
transport. 

“Economic 
driving is often as 
much a matter of 
the style the 
operator uses as 
anything else,” 
says David.

DEJECTED faces all round 
told the story as

Goldie targets 
a Beijing berth 


GOLDIE Sayers will be out to 
complete the formalities of 
booking her trip to the Beijing 
Olympics on Sunday 

The 25-year-old javelin thrower is in 
action at the Aviva National 
Championships at Birmingham’s 
Alexander Stadium. 

But she will have a long wait for her 
chance to shine at the two-day event, as 
the women’s javelin is not scheduled 
until 6.20pm on Sunday night. 

Sayers has already achieved the 
Olympic A qualifying distance of 
60.50m twice this season, having also 
thrown it last year. 

At the European Winter Throws 
Challenge in March, Sayers sent the 
javelin out to 63.65m, and on her next 
outing, she achieved 63.96m in 
Germany in June. 

She kept up her form at the Golden 
Spike meeting in Ostrava on June 12 
with 63.66m, before dipping below the 
60m mark for the first time this season 
in her last competition, the Spar 
European Cup, with 57.76m. 

Sayers needs to finish in the top 
two in Birmingham to guarantee 
selection for China, and she 
is currently well clear in the 
rankings, with second-placed Laura 
Whittingham’s best effort at 50.73m. 

If, as expected, she confirms her spot 
in the team, it will be Sayers’ fourth 
major championships, and her second 
Olympics, after the Games in Athens 
four years ago.
